Senate Wraps Up °89 Session 
With Action On Local Coal Bills 


Two coal bills were the last 
two pieces of legislation to clear 
the Maryland Senate before 
adjournment of the 1989 
General Assembly. Both of the 
bills were the product of House- 
Senate conference committees 

The first bill to receive 
approval was to extend the sun- 
set for legislation permitting a 
tax credit for utilities which 
burn Maryland coal 

Legislators extended the sun- 
set provision from June 30, 1991, 
to June 30, 2001, This is to be an 
incentive for Maryland based 
public service companies to 
purchase additional Maryland 
coal 

The other bill, which was 
requested by the Maryland 
Bureau of Mines, the Maryland 
Coal Association, and the 
commissioners for Garrett and 
Allegany counties, establishes a 
mine reclamation fund 

The original versions of this 
bill, introduced by Delegate 
George Edwards and Senator 
John Bambacus, proposed a 
$300,000 fund that would ensure 
that surface mined land is 
reclaimed even if a coal 
company defaults on its 
reclamation bond 

The reclamation reserve fund 
would be funded by creating a 
10 cent tax on each ton of coal 
mined. Garrett and Allegany 
counties are the only counties in 
Maryland in which coal is 
mined 

According to the original 
bills, the two counties would 
forego their six cents per ton 
share of the surcharge until the 
$300 000 is obtained 

The bill also proposed that the 
state should provide two cents 
for each ton of coal mined and 
the coal industry an additional 
two cents to reach the 10 cents a 
ton surcharge

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General Assembly Update 


On Monday the 1989 General 
Assembly began its 90th and 
final day 

During this year’s session 
legislators dealt with legislation 
ranging from horse racing to 
taxes and insurance, but among 
the more significant actions the 
legislators took during the 90 
days was to put an end to a 
battle that has lasted a quarter 
of a century when they voted to 
require truck drivers to cover 
loose loads with tarps 

This measure was originally 
introduced into legislation in 
1964, so it has been in existence 
for 25 years 

The reason for the introduc- 
tion of the bill was drivers’ 
complaints about broken wind- 
shields and chipped paint that 
they claimed were caused by 
loose material flying from truck 
beds 

Calm Session 

This year the 
remained relatively calm and 
some say it was because of the 
improvement in the relation- 
ship between Governor William 
Donald Schaefer and the 
legislature 

During the first weeks of the 
session, the governor avoided a 
political fight over the budget 
For months prior to the session 
the governor tried to avoid the 
iegisialure's ‘spending afford 
ability limits,’ as he wanted 
more freedom when it came to 
spending 

But when his $10.9 billion 
budget arrived on the House's 
first floor, lawmakers were 
both suprised and relieved to 
find that the governor had 
proposed only $23 million in new 
spending the 
legislature's self-imposed limit 

After this happened there 
seemed to be little left for the 
legislature and administration 
to fight about.

After an intense, two-day dis 
cussion on problems surround 
ing the legal profession, includ- 
ing lawyer dissatifaction 
stress, a negative public image, 
and overall discontent with the 
practice of law, the Maryland 
State Bar Association (MSBA) 
has developed a list of 44 recorm- 
mendations to address and 
encourage greater satisfaction 
within the legal possession 
These solutions evolved from a 
special ‘‘professionalism'’ con 
ference conducted by the MSBA 
on March 17-18, 1989, in 
response to findings from an 
MSBA survey earlier this year 
indicating a high level of dis 
satifaction among Maryland 
attorneys. The recommenda 
tions were ranked in priority or- 
der by the conference par 
ticipants, comprised of 8 attor 
neys and judges 
state 

In addition to the 
recommendations, 
themes also emerged from this 
conference. It was the consen- 
sus of the group that attorneys 
want time to perform free (pro 
bono) legal service, volunteer 
for community activities and 
have time for their families yet 
this is not encouraged by many 
firms, who emphasize exces 
sively high numbers of billable 
hours per week. Law firms 
must clarify the values and 
Standards they expect from 
attorneys. It was also felt that 
better orientation be given to 
law students and new Bar ad 
mits so that they know exactly 
what they are getting into

fellow committee member), 
accepted an amendment to the 
Senate version of the bill, on a 
6-5 vote, that would exempt the 
state from paying the two-cent 
surcharge. This means that the 
coal companies would be 
required to pay four cents a ton 

Delegate Edwards and 
Senator Bambacus then wanted 
the bill matter sent to a House- 
Senate conference committee, 
and that is what happened 

After the conference action, 
the assembly set a formula of 
six cents a ton from the 
counties, three cents a ton from 
the industry, and a penny a ton 
from the state during the period 
of July 1, 1989 to January 1991 

The formula will then change 
to six cents a ton from the 
counties and two cents a ton 
each from the industry and the 
state 

Senator Bambacus was a 
member of the sunset bill con- 
ference committee, but the 
Senate EEA committee refused 
to appoint him to the conference 
committee for the reclamation 
bond supplement reserve 

Also early in the evening on 
Monday, the General Assembly

USDA's Crop Report last Friday brought surprising news to 


the corn and soybean markets 


according to farmers’ planting 


The bullish news was that 
intentions, corn and soybean 


acreage for this year will not expand as much as expected. USDA 
says farmers intend to plant 73.2 million acres of corn. This 
represents an 8% increase; the trade had expected an 11 to 12% 
increase. USDA also said that farmers will plant 61.7 million 
acres, a 5% increase over last year. This was also less than trade 
expectations. It should be emphasized that these are intentions 


only and actual acreage could vary 


The corn stocks were 5.2 


billion bushels and soybean stocks were 890 million bushels. It 
seems that USDA is revising its harvest estimates upwards from 


last fail rather than finding more corn and beans around the 


country 


The sum total of this news was extremely bearish for corn 
and beans. On Monday, nearby beans and corn fell 29 and 9 cents, 
respectively. The overall mood of the market is that demand 


seems to be declining and supply 


is growing

precipitation. During the week 
ended April 9, topsoil moisture 
was rated adequate to surplus 
and subsoil moisture was 
adequate. There 
average of 2.1 days suitable for 
fieldwork according to the 
Maryland Agricultural 
Statistics Service 

Twenty-three percent of the 
acreage has been prepared for 
spring planting, behind last 
year’s 30 percent on this date 
The use of minimum tillage and 
government programs caused 
the acreage prepared figure to 
be difficult to measure and less 
meaningful. A portion of the 
acreage is not conventionally 
tilled 

Wheat was in good condition, 
even though powdery mildew 
has been reported in some 
fields.

What is it about wealth and high-level political 
status that causes supposedly caring, intelligent 
human beings to throw all ethics right out the 
window? 

With House Speaker Jim Wright on the hot seat 
right now, and several others making similar 
headlines in recent months, we are hearing this 
word “ethics” a lot lately. Ethics, of course, has to 
do with human conduct and the difference between 
doing what is right and doing what is wrong. Despite 
the fact that Mr. Wright adamantly maintains that 
he has done nothing unethical, there seems to be 
overwhelming evidence to the contrary. 

While we do not condone Wright's alleged 
actions, and while we believe he should be forced to 
step down as speaker of the House if convicted, we 
fear that he is simply one of many. But he got 
caught. It was noted yesterday by one broadcaster 
that the three House representatives next in line to 
become the speaker if Wright is ousted are all under 
similar ethics investigations. Our greatest fear, 
then, is that ‘everybody's doing it’’ in Washington, 
D.C. and unethical behavior has become the norm 
rather than the exception. 

So in that regard, Wright is the fall guy. But we 
find the picture of fellow Congressmen giving 
Wright a standing ovation after his emotional denial 
of the charges, despite the overwhelming evidence 
against him, an extremely disturbing sight. How 
many of those applauding have similar mud on their 
hands? 

Although the dirty laundry of Washington is 
embarrassing to our nation on the world scene, we 
believe that the ethics issue coming to a head like 
this will ultimately be good for our country. It will 
surely make other elected officials think twice 
before they consider engaging in such activities and 
it may cause those who are already doing it to stop. 

No matter how sophisticated the world becomes, 
no matter how many advancements we make in 
science and technology, and no matter how educated 
and informed we are, the effect of greed on human 








beings never changes.

To the Editor 

Earlier this month, I attended 
a meeting of math educators 
from across the state at Quince 
Orchard High School in Rock- 
ville, Md. This new high school 
which was opened this year was 
built for $26 million dollars by 
the Montgomery Board of Edu- 
cation without receiving any 
money from the state. Each 
classroom had a computer and 
a telephone. There were five 
computer laboratories with 
each of the labs containing 
thirty computers. There was a 
computer setup where students 
could use their home computer 
and a modum on their telephone 
to copy manuscripts from the 
school's library computer after 
school hours. This school also 
had two gymnasiums, a 
2,000-seat auditorium, and a TV 
studio within the school. While 
visiting this beautiful school, I 
thought of some of the com- 
ments that I have heard con- 
cerning the renovation of North- 
ern and Southern High Schools 

The statement that there 
should be equitability for the 
students of Northern and South- 
ern High school students was 
brought into sharp focus. Is it 
equitable for students in Mont- 
gomery County to have access 
to computers at their conveni- 
ence while physics students at 
Southern do not have adequate 
lab facilities? I have taught 
physics at Southern for ten 
years. Each year | have tried to 
teach each and every student to 
the best of my ability, some- 
times under adverse conditions 
involving lab facilities. For the 
first five years of teaching 
physics, I taught in Room 222, a 
room with no lab tables and no 
storage space. This room is now 
used for earth science with the 
same lack of laboratory 
facilities. For the last five 
years, I have taught in Room 
All6, a room with two lab 
tables, no water, and no gas to 
burn the bunsen burners. Is it 
too much to ask that the physics 
and earth science classrooms at 
Southern have gas and water in 
their labs to perform experi 
ments’ Must physics students 
continue to go into the hall to 
perform their experiments due 
to lack of space or switch class- 
rooms with the chemistry stu- 
dents to use their lab to boil 
water due to the lack of gas or 
water in their classroom” 
Three of the tix science class- 
rooms at Sout»xern do not have 
water, gas, or ciudent lab tables 
in their classrooms 

The science students at South- 
ern are not second class stu- 
dents and should therefore not 
De given second Ciass Laciuiles 
If we as a country are to over- 
come the stigma of having 
lower math and science 
achievement test scores than 
Japan and Germany, we must 
overcome the problem of 
inadequate science facilities 
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and give the students the oppor- 
tunity to learn through science 
experiments 

The school board has met for 
over two years with teachers to 
determine the greatest needs 


and facilities. This important 
vote on May 23 is not just a 
referendum on the renovation 
of Northern and Southern High 
Schools; but, it is a referendum 
on the quality of education that 


concerning the physical we want for our children and 
facilities at Southern High grandchildren. Thank you 
School. Our input has been Sincerely, 


taken into consideration in the 
formulation of the renovation 
plan. We are not asking for 
schools like those in Mont- 
gomery County. We do want a 
school that meets the basic 
facilities needed to implement 
the academic curriculum 

I urge each citizen to visit 
Northern and Southern High 
Schools and see the conditions

He took time to talk with 
everyone there. I had on my name tag — Governor Schaefer of 


Maryland and he came up with a warm “Hi, Governor” 
handshake 
Mrs. Bush is a wonderful hostess. She puts absolutely 


everyone at ease. I arm a dog-lover and I knew she was my kind of 
person when she proudly took me to meet the ‘‘first puppies." 

Two days later we had the chance to show off some of our 
famous Maryland hospitality when Mr. Bush, the President of 
Egypt, and members of the President's Cabinet came to 
Baltimore for the opening game of the 1989 baseball season. I was 
so excited I got to the stadium two hours early just to be sure | 
wouldn't miss anything 

It is obvious that the President likes baseball. And he's pretty 
good at it. I've tossed out a few balls from tire to time (1 am very 
good at it) and I can tell a pro when I see one. It was an exciting 
afternoon made even better by an Orioles victory! 

Just when I thought things might return to normal in 
Annapolis, the White House called to invite me to the Rose Garden 
ceremony honoring the Teacher of the Year.

Comptroller 
Seeks Owners Of 
Unclaimed Funds 


Most people scan the news- 
papers to find money-saving 
ads and cents-off coupons 
‘But 19,975 Marylanders 
whose names will run in news- 
paper ads across the state in the 
next two weeks might find 
something even more 
lucrative,"’ said Maryland State 
Comptroller Louis L. Goldstein 

‘We are running one of our 
largest unclaimed property ads 
ever to reach these individuals, 
who are due unclaimed funds 
from banks or § other 
businesses,’’ Goldstein said 


Ads carrying 71 of those 
names due property worth 
$27,772 are in The Republican 
today and will appear again in 
the April 27 issue 

Financia! institutions and in- 
surance companies are 
required to report those items, 
plus unclaimed funds such as 
insurance benefits, unclaimed 
stock dividends, and other un- 
claimed funds 

The unclaimed property 
doesn’t include real property 
such as boats or cars, except for 
the contents of unclaimed safe 
deposit boxes. ‘‘The contents of 
safe deposit boxes listed in the 
current ads include everything 
from sterling flatware and 
diamond jewelry to odd cuff- 
links and Indian Head pennies,” 
Goldstein said 


Financial institutions and in- 
surance companies must report 
these items to the Comptroller's 
Office if they remain unclaimed 
for five years. “We advertise 
the names of the apparent right- 
ful owners in the county of last 
known address,’’ Goldstein 
said 

“However, Maryland's law is 
custodial, meaning that there is 
no time limit under which the 
property or its monetary 
equivalent may be claimed.”

DAIRY PRODUCTS 

Milk and milk products are the main source of 
calcium in our diets. They also contain many 
vitamins and minerals which are essential to a 
healthy diet. However, when fortified with Vitamin 
A and D, skim milk products also contain these 
essential benefits. Choose fortified low fat milk, skim 
milk and buttermilk in place of whole milk, skim 
evaporated milk, low-fat yogurt in place of ricotta 
cheese, half and half instead of table cream for 
coffee, sherbet more often than ice cream. If you 
enjoy cheeses, parmesan, part-skim mozzarella, 
neufchatel, pot and farmer are all cheeses with lower 
fat content 


MOCK SOUR CREAM 
8 oz. low-fat cottage cheese 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 tablespoon milk 
Combine in a blender and whip until smooth. 
Chill. Yield: 1 cup. 


BREADS 

Breads are a good source of carbohydrates and 
fiber. They are low in fat if you spread honey, jam, 
fruit butters, low-fat dips or reduced calorie cheeses 
on them. For the maximum fiber benefit, choose 
breads and cereals made from whole grain products. 
Some suggestions: whole wheat crackers, bran 
muffins, brown, rye, oatmeal, pumpernickel, bran, 
and corn breads, whole-wheat English muffins, and 
bagels. Other good sources of fiber are whole wheat 
breads and pitas (pocket bread), multigrain breads, 
and corn or whole wheat tortillas. 


CORNMEAL, WHOLE WHEAT 
AND RAISIN MUFFINS 
4 tablespoons oil (cottonseed, corn, safflower, 
sesame or soybean) 

‘5 cup sugar 
1% cups skim milk 
1 egg 
1 cup whole wheat flour 
4 teaspoons baking powder 
1 cup cornmeal 
‘2 cup raisins 

Mix together the oil and sugar; add milk and egg 
and stir until well blended. In a large mixing bowl, 
combine flour and baking powder. Add the liquid to 
flour mixture, stirring just until mixed. Stir in 
cornmeal and raisins, using just a few strokes. Dip 
batter into muffin tins. Bake in 425 oven for 20-25 
minutes. Yield: 1 dozen. 

Line muffin cups with paper liners or spray with 
no stick cooking spray lightly to reduce fat. 


OLD-FASHIONED MOLASSES BREAD 

1 cup all-purpose flour 
1 cup whole-wheat flour 
'y teaspoon salt 
‘2 teaspoon baking soda 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
25 cup skim milk powder 
‘4 cup wheat germ 
‘2 cup brown sugar 
44 cup chopped nuts 
‘2 cup raisins 
‘5 cup finely chopped dried apricots 
3 eggs 
%4 cup orange juice 
'» cup vegetable oil 
‘2 cup molasses 
2 bananas 

In large bowl, combine first 11 ingredients. In 
food processor or electric mixer, whirl eggs until 
foamy. Add orange juice, oil, molasses and bananas; 
process until mixed. Pour into dry ingredients and 
stir just until moistened. Pour into two 8x4"’ non stick 
cooking sprayed pans. Bake in 325 oven for 1 hour or 
until firm. Let cool on wire rack, then remove from 
pan to cool completely. Yield: 2 loaves. 


BREAKFAST 
Breakfast can be one of your most nutritious 
meals of the day. Whole-grain toast, muffins or cereal 
will give your body needed fiber. Fresh fruits are low 
in fat and high in vitamins and minerals. Boil or 
poach eggs rather then frying thern. Reduce intake of 
bacon, sausage, pastries and croissants 


BUSY DAY BRAN MUFFINS 
1 egg 
1 cup low-fat milk 
% cup vegetable oil 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
1 cup 100%, bran cereal 
3 tablespoons sugar 
3 teaspoons baking powder 
% cup raisins or chopped dates (optional) 

Spray 12-cup muffin pan with no stick cooking 
spray or line with paper baking cups. Blend egg with 
milk and oil; set aside. Combine dry ingredients in 
medium bowl; make a ‘“well’’ and add liquid 
ingredients. Stir lightly with a fork just until 
moistened. Batter should be lumpy. Fold in raisins. 
Fill muffin cups about % full. bake 2-0 minutes in 
400° oven. Yield: 1 dozen. 
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APPETIZERS 
Appetizers are meant to whet the appetite for the 
meal to come or when several are combined, to take 
the place of a complete meal. They should have a low 
fat calorie count as they do not need to be ‘‘filling.”’ 


CUCUMBER PATE 

1 large cucumber, peeled, seeded, cut in cubes 
2 stalks celery, cut-up 
1 small green pepper, seeded, cut-up 
1 medium onion, cut in quarters 
1 cup low-fat cottage cheese 
% cup reduced calorie mayonnaise 
1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
% cup boiling water 
% cup cold water 

Spray 5 cup mold with all natural no stick cooking 
spray. Chop cucumber, celery, green pepper, onion in 
food processor. Set aside. Blend cottage cheese and 
mayonnaise in processor until smooth. Dissolve 
gelatin in boiling water, stir in cold water. Add 
cottage cheese mixture and chopped vegetables. Mix 
well, pour into mold, refrigerate until set. Unmold 
and serve with rye, snack bread or low salt crackers. 
Yield: 4% cups. 


LOW FAT VEGETABLE DIP 

1 cup plain low fat yogurt 
3 green onions, chopped 
% teaspoon dill weed 
1/8 teaspoon garlic powder 
Dash of fresh ground pepper 

Combine all ingredients in bow! or blender. 
Refrigerate several hours. Serve with raw 
vegetables. Yield: 1 cup. 


ENTREES 
Entrees are the main course at a dinner or 
luncheon and are the mainstay of the daily diet. 
Traditionally, entrees contain either meat, seafood or 
poultry. Vegetable entrees are becoming more 
rae however, and are nutritious as well as 
illing. 


EGGPLANT AND CHEESE PIE 
1 large eggplant, cut lengthwise, into 4" (very 
thin) slices 
% cup diced green pepper 
42 cup diced onion 
% cup sliced mushrooms 
1 large tomato, diced 
Dash each of oregano leaves and garlic powder 
2 teaspoons grated parmesan cheese 
2 oz. each low-fat mozzarella cheese and low-fat 
sharp cheddar cheese, shredded 

On baking sheet, arrange eggplant slices in a 
single layer, broil, turning once, for 3 to 5 minutes 
(slices should be crisp and brown). Remove eggplant 
from broiler and set oven temperature to 350 degrees. 
In 9"’ nonstick pie pan, arrange eggplant in a circular 
pattern, overlapping slices, press edges of eggplant 
together to resemble a pie crust. Spread vegetables 
evenly over eggplant and sprinkle with oregano and 
garlic powder. Sprinkle cheeses on top, ending with 
the parmesan. Bake until cheese is melted and 
browned, 20 to 25 minutes. Cut into pie-shaped wedges 
and serve. Yield: 6-8 slices 


VEGETARIAN CHILI CASSEROLE 
3 cans (28 oz. each) tomato sauce 
1 can (28 oz.) whole pack tomatoes 
3 cans (15 oz. each) Great Northern Beans 
(drained) 
2 cans (27 oz. each) dark red kidney beans 
(drained) 
1 cup chopped onion 
1 cup chopped green pepper 
1 cup chopped zucchini 
1 cup bean sprouts 
1 cup chopped red cabbage 
Chili powder to taste 
Put all ingredients in 3-quart dutch oven and mix 
Be sure tomato sauce covers everything. Simmer on 
low heat for 1 hour. Serve over a bed of brown rice 
Vield: 10 servings 
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MEAT 

Beef is a rich source of nutrients including iron, 
protein and the B vitamins. However, beef can also 
add unwanted fat to your diet if care is not taken in its 
selection and serving. Be sure to choose cuts that are 
low in fat and trimmed well. Look for meat with a 
minimal amount of white marbling. Low fat cuts 
include tip round, eye of round, and some chuck 
roasts. Trim additional visible fat. Buy lean ground 
beef or ground round and drain well after cooking 
Broil rather than fry hamburgers. Braise lean beef 
cuts or use in stews. Put in refrigerator overnight to 
congeal the fat so it can be removed before reheating 
Lean pork also contains plenty of nutrients. Choose 
lean cuts with little or no trimmable fat, such as cuts 
from the loin. Cut back on the highly processed, high 
fat sausage and bacon. The same is true for veal and 
lamb. Veal cutlets tend to be lower in total fat, 
however, as do several cuts of veal steak and chops. 

HEALTHFUL BEEF AND VEGETABLE SALAD 
2 oz. cooked beef tip roast, cut into thin strips (2 45 
cups) 
1 carton (8 oz.) plain low-fat yogurt 
‘5 cup (2 oz.) pared, seeded, finely chopped 
cucumber 

\4 teaspoon dill weed 
1 clove garlic, minced 
2 cups fresh green beans (7 02.) cut to 1" length 
3 cups (10 oz.) cauliflowerets 
12 cherry tomatoes (6 oz.) halved 

Prepare dressing by combining yogurt, 
cucumber, dill weed and garlic in a small bowl, cover 
tightly and refrigerate. Blanch green beans and 
cauliflowerets for 3 minutes. Combine meat strips, 
green beans, cauliflowerets and tomatoes in 2 quart 
serving bowl. Cover tightly and refrigerate 24 hours. 
Serve with yogurt dressing. Yield: 6 servings 


VEAL CUTLETS WITH PLUM SAUCE 

1 pound veal cutlets, cut 1/8 to %"’ thick 
4 ripe purple plums, halved and pitted 
‘2 cup port wine 
1 tablespoon mango chutney and sugar 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
‘2 teaspoon salt 

Cut 2 plums into 8 wedges each; reserve. Chop 
remaining plums. Place chopped plums in wine in 
large saucepan. Bring to a boil. Reduce heat, cover 
tightly and simmer 15 minutes. Meanwhile place each 
veal cutlet on flat surface. Cover with waxed paper 
and flatten with bottom of sauce pan, mallet or 
cleaver to 1/8 inch thick, reserve. Place cooked plum 
mixture in blender container or food processor fitted 
with steel blades. Add chutney and sugar, cover and 
process 15 to 20 seconds. Return mixture to saucepan; 
add reserved plum wedges. Cook, covered, over low 
heat 5 to 7 minutes. Meanwhile heat heavy nonstick 
frying pan over medium high heat 3 minutes. Quickly 
cook cutlets, 3 to 4 at a time, 1 minute or to desired 
degree of doneness, turning once. Remove veal to 
warm platter. Sprinkle with lemon juice and salt 
Serve with warm plum sauce. Yield: 4 servings 


PASTA 

Pasta is a grain which is a good source of complex 
carbohydrates, protein, and many other vitamins and 
minerals. Whole wheat and vegetable pastas have 
more fiber and Vitamin E than refined pasta. When 
cooking pasta, omit salt and cut back on sauces made 
with butters and cheeses. Use more tomato-based 
sauces and those that include vegetables. 

SHRIMP AND VEGETABLE PASTA 

% Ib. cooked small shrimp 
1 medium zucchini, sliced thin 
1 medium onion, chopped 
1 small head broccoli, in flowerets 
1 large carrot, sliced thin 
8 oz. linguine 
2 tablespoons margarine, low fat 
3 cloves garlic 
‘2 cup grated parmesan cheese 

Steam broccoli and carrots until crisp-tender. Set 
aside. Saute garlic in margarine. Add zucchini and 
onions, saute 2-3 minutes. Add shrimp and other 
vegetables, heat through. Boil linguine in water just 
until a al dente (8-9 minutes). Serve vegetable 
mixture over linguine. Top with grated cheese. Yield: 
10-12 servings 


MINESTRONE SALAD 

12 oz. whole wheat elbow pasta 
l tablespoon lemon juice 
1 (16 oz.) can Great Northern Beans, drained and 

rinsed 
l‘2 cups no-oil Italian dressing 
2 cups broccoli flowerets, steamed and refreshed in 

ice water 
42 cup chopped green ouion, including tops 
‘2 cup chopped red and/or green bell pepper 
1 cup zucchini, cut into rounds and sliced in strips 
1 cup carrots, cut into rounds 
Lettuce leaves, sliced tomatoes 

Cook pasta in water to which lemon juice has 

been added. Drain and combine with beans and 
dressing, refrigerate overnight. 2-3 hours before 
eerving add remaining ingredients and keep at room 
temperature. Serve on lettuce garnished with 
tomatoes. Yield: 8 servings.

Green Shores is the program 
to create forest buffers around 
the Chesapeake Bay, and it is 
one of the efforts of Governor 
William Donald Schaefer's One 
Million Marylanders campaign 
to help clean up the Bay. Forest 
buffers are strips of trees 
planted along the banks of a 
stream or waterway and are the 
most cost-effective methods of 
waterway protection. Mary- 
land’s Arbor Day on April 5 
highlighted tree planting 
activities and more plantings 
are scheduled throughout the 
state 

According to the Maryland 
Department of Natural 
Resources, Green Shores can 
help clean up the Bay with its 
plantings since trees, shrubs 
and grasses hold soil and pre- 
vent rains from washing soil 
into creeks and streams that 
feed the watercourses leading 
to the Bay. It's the filtering 
action of trees growing in buffer 
strips that reduces sediment in 
waterways and prevents the 
pollutants found in run-off and 
subsurface groundwater from 
entering bodies of water. Pol- 
lutants and excessive amounts 
of nutrients like phosphorous 
and nitrogen are a problem in 
the Bay. The Chesapeake Bay 
Agreement among Maryland, 
Virginia and Pennsylvania 
governors requires a 40 percent 
reduction in nutrients in the 
Bay during its first phase.

Women's Rights 
Advocate Will 
Speak At FSU 


Ellie Smeal, founder and 
president of The Fund for the 
Feminist Majority and former 
president of the National 
Organization for Women, will 
deliver an address Friday, 
April 28, 8 p.m. in Tawes Hall, 
Room 232, Frostburg State 
University. The title of Smeal's 
address is ‘‘Prospects for a 
Feminist Majority," and the 
address will center on the 
necessity of promoting feminist 
and minority representation at 


every level! of government 


Smeal, a nationally-known 
advocate of women's rights, 
often testifies before Congres- 
sional committees on a variety 
of issues and has been involved 
in a number of landmark court 
cases for women's rights 

Her leadership has been 
acknowledged by a number of 
media including being named in 
the 1983 World Almanac as the 
fourth most influential woman 
in the United States; by Time 
magazine in a 1979 cover story 
as one of the “50 Faces for 
America’s Future’; and in U 
S. and World Report as one of 
the six most influential Wash- 
ington lobbyists 

Under Smeal's direction, The 
Fund for the Feminist Majority 
is sponsoring a ‘Feminization 
of Power Campaign,” a nation- 
wide effort to inspire women to 
seek leadership positions, to 
promote a National Feminist 
Agenda, and to heighten aware- 
ness of the feminist majority 

Prior to assuming the Fund 
presidency, Smeal served a 
two-year term as president of 
NOW and currently presides as 
NOW’s Advisory Chair. During 
her term as president of NOW, 
Smeal led the National March 
for Women's Lives in Washing- 
ton, D.C. — the largest march in 
the history of the women's 
rights movement prior to the 
march that was recently held on 
Sunday, April 9, and drew an 
estimated 300,000 people 
During the same two years, she 
directed NOW's legislative 
strategy concerning support for 
the Civil Rights Rstoration Act 
and the Family and Medical 
Leave Act. She also worked 
extensively for workers’ rights, 
stopping Apartheid in South 
Africa, nuclear disarmament, 
and the reduction of military 
spending 

Under her leadership, NOW 
increased its membership from 
35,000 to over 220,000 and its 
annual budget fromm $500,000 to 
approximately $10 million 

Smeal authored an authorita- 
tive handbook on the ‘gender 
gap,” or differences in the 
voting behavior between men 
and women, entitled ‘Why and 
How Women Will Elect the Next 
President,”’ after the 1980 
Presidential elections 

In 1984, while Smeal! served as 
Chair of the Women's Trust, an 
independent political action 
committee, the Trust sponsored 
the Gender Gap Action Commit- 
tee, cochaired by actor Paul 
Newman and Congresswoman 
Patricia Schroeder. The Trust's 
‘Women on the Ticket 
Campaign’’ helped to win 
Geraldine Ferraro the Demo- 
cratic vice-presidential 
nomination 

Smeal appears frequently on 
television and radio and has 
been a guest on every network 
news show and many national 
television shows 


Her visit to Allegany County 
is being sponsored by Frostburg 
State University Faculty 
Development, The FSU Presi 
dent's Fund, and the Allegany 
County Chapter of the National 
Organization of Women.

Broccoli is now one of the most popular vegetables that is 
eaten raw. Broccoli is very easy to grow as long as you follow a 
few growing practices. In our area it can be grown as a spring 
crop or planted in July for a fall crop 
Broccoli needs soil containing good fertility. After you set out 
your plants, they should be sidedressed with a high nitrogen 


fertilizer; 


10-10-10 at a rate of two pounds per 100 feet of row is 


very helpful. Mix four to five tablespoons of household borax in 
the fertilizer for each 100 feet of row. Set the plants 12 to 18 inches

Growing Beets

U.S. Should Move 
On karm Bill 


The United States should not 
wait for progress under the cur- 
rent multilateral trade talks 
before writing a new four to five 
year farm bill, the president of 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation said last week 

The European Community, 
Japan, the Cairns group and the 
world need to be aware that 
the United States is concerned 
about the lack of progress under 
the Uruguay Round,”” AFBF 
President Dean Kleckner said 
The U.S. can not continue to 
wait for the trade talks, he con- 
tinued. ‘‘We need to move on the ¢ 
next farm bill.” 

The leader of the nation's 
largest general farm organi-# 
zation told reporters. at a news 
conference that the next farm 
bill should not be ‘“‘based on 
what we hope will happen in the 
GATT (General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade) talks. I think 
we have to assume a continua- 
tion of what we have now in 
world trade and go on that 
basis,’ he said 

Kleckner emphasized that 
Farm Bureau has not changed 
its support for eliminating 
trade-distorting agricultural 
subsidies. ‘We haven't changed 
our underlying position,” he 
said. ‘What has changed is our 
hopes for the GATT talks. The 
progress of the talks during the 
first two years has been dis- 
appointing, largely because of 
the European Community's 
refusal to consider fundamental 
changes in its agricultural sup- 
port system.” 

Kleckner does not anticipate 
a major agreement to come out 
of the GATT talks taking place 
in Geneva, Switzerland, this 
week. The short-term proposals 
that the European Community 
has been making are not 
enough. “We need to con- 
centrate on the long-term and 
agree only on short-term as a 
means to get to what we've 
agreed to on the long-term,” he 
said 

What we need out of this 
negotiating session, is some 
agreement by the world, mainly 
the EC, as to some substantial 
change. Not just some weasel 
words that can be interpreted in 
many ways. We still have al- 
most two years left in these 
talks. We should not walk away, 
but I don’t see a lot of progress 
coming out of the GATT 
meeting this week." 

Kleckner voiced support for 
the direction of current farm 
policy that has taken place 
under the Food Security Act of 
1985. ‘In general, the 1965 farm 
bill has been a good farm bill,” 
he said. “The thrust of the farm 
bill has been to do three things 
make us competitive in the ex 
port market, reduce the stocks 
on hand and maintain farmers’ 
income. It's been doing those 
three things

Budget Cutting 
Major Concern Of 
AFBF Official 


Substantial reductions have 
already been made in agricul 
tural spending and further cuts 
in next budget could 
hurt a farm bill that has helped 
agriculture to the 
American Bureau 
Federation 

“Agriculture has borne its 
fair share of budget cuts,” 
AFBF Washington associate 
director Grace Ellen Rice said 
in her testimony to the House 
Appropriations subcommittee 
on rural development, agricul- 
ture and related agencies 

She pointed out that USDA 
budget outlays are almost $10 
billion lower than last year's 
level 

“There's a misperception 
across America that agricul- 
ture is a cause for the deficit 
dilemma and that’s wrong,” 
Rice said 

In fact, USDA spending 
amounts to but four percent 
of the federal budget, Rice said 
Also, farm price and income 
support spending only add to a 
little more than one percent of 
federal spending and that

Farm Bureau is concerned 
about several Administration 
proposals to reduce ag pro 
grams. “The proposed reduc 
tion in target prices represents 
a major modification of the 1985 
farm bill,"’ Rice said. Not only 
does Farm Bureau oppose the 
move, but Rice added the cuts 
could “also weaken the United 
States’ position in the current 
GATT negotiations."

Wet conditions continued to 
hamper field activities in most 
areas of the state for the week 
ended April 15. Thirty-five per- 
cent of the acreage had been 
prepared for spring planting, 
behind last year’s 38 percent at 
this time. Some scattered frost 
occurred in early mornings, but 
the extent of frost damage to 
fruit trees is unknown at this 
time.

Crop Insurance 
Bill Introduced 
By Sen. Mikulski 


Senator Barbara A. Mikulski, 
D-MD, has introduced the Crop 
Insurance Revitalization Act of 
1989, a bill to strengthen the 
level of federal crop protection 
offered to farmers. 

“This legislation will provide 
farmers with the crop 
insurance they need to see them 
through the hard times of 
drought and other natural 
disasters. It will improve their 
access to the current program 
and offer them a product strong 
enough to protect them against 
the loss of their crops,"’ said 
Senator Mikulski, who first 
learned of the problem when 
she met with Maryland 
Secretary of Agriculture Wayne 
Cawley and other Maryland 
farmers on the Eastern Shore 
early last year 

“The current crop insurance 
program does not provide 
farmers with the protection 
they need. Everywhere I go I 
hear farmers talk about the 
problems they have getting 
crop insurance information and 
about how protection levels are 
inadequate," she said. 

The Mikulski bill, which is 
being co-sponsored by Senator 
Paul Sarbanes, D-MD, will: 

*strengthen the level of crop 
insurance protection offered to 
farmers by providing for ad- 
justments in the methods by 
which the Federal Crop 

Insurance Corporation (FCIC) 
calculates price elections and 
yields, and allow farmers to ex- 
clude drought years from 
production history records 

*improve the flow of infor- 
mation to farmers by requiring 
FCIC to train and certify 
insurance sales agents and by 
providing access to information 
about the program through 
local Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service 
(ASCS) offices 

After learning about the prob- 
lems farmers are having with 
the federal crop insurance pro- 
gram last year, Mikulski asked 
the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture for their recom- 
mendations for improving the 
program In response, 
Secretary of Agriculture Wayne 
Cawley put together a task 
force of farmers, agents, USDA 
and state officials that 
produced a comprehensive 
connect an the nengram Manv of 
their recommendations are 
included in the Mikulski bill

gram is under 25 percent, and in 
Maryland it is only three

Suspicious Fires 
Severely Damage 
Business, House 


Two structure fires occurred 
this past week in the county, one 
of which has been labled by 
local fire investigators as arson 
and the other as “suspicious.” 

The first occurred late 
Wednesday at the Summerfield 
Cable Television receiving sta- 
tion near McHenry, when a per 
son or persons apparently broke 
into the building, removed

Deep Creek and Friendsville 
volunteer fire departments 
were called to the scene along 
Rt. 42 about one mile off U.S 
Rt. 219 and quickly brought the 
blaze under control; however 
James Martin, fire investigator 
for Allegany and Garrett coun- 
ties estimated the loss to be 
$40,000 

The destruction halted cable 
service to some 600 McHenry 
area customers, according to 
Michael Diehl, company owner 
A return to full service by the 
company was expected to take 
about two weeks 

The second fire occurred 
Monday evening near Red 
House, when a single-story log 
house belonging to James M 
Reckart sustained an estimated 
$30,000 damage 

Gorman and Vakland fire 
fighters were called to the 
house at 5:35 p.m. and 
discovered flames coming 
through the roof of the 
structure. The house is located 
just off U.S. Rt. 50 about one 
mile east of U.S. Rt. 219 at Red 
House 

Guy Carola, fire investigator 
for Garrett and Allegany coun- 
ties, eaid that no one was home 
at the time of the fire and there 
was no insurance on the dwell- 
ing. He said the fire appears to 
be “suspicious in nature’ and 
his investigation is continuing 

Also responding to the scene 
were the county air cascade 
vehicle, currently being housed 
at Oakland VFD, and the 
Southern Rescue Squad. There 
were no injuries reported

Fact Committee Releases Figures 
On Effects Of Bond Issue On Taxes 


Information is being 
compiled by members of the 
Garrett Referendum Fact Com- 
mittee to show Garrett County 
taxpayers what their potential 
tax increase would be upon 
passage of the May 23 referen- 
dum, the outcome of which will 
determine whether or not the 
county will float bonds to reno- 
vate Southern High School and 
add on to Northern High School 

Although the referendum 
question limits the amount that 
could be borrowed to $6.9 
million, the Committee uses a 
figure of $7 million.

‘The Red 
Cross uses only sterile, dis 
posable needles and supplies 
These are used only once and 
then discarded." 

Once blood is donated, it is 
sent to the laboratory for pro- 
cessing. Here it is typed to 
determine its ABO and Rh fac- 
tors, screened for the presence 
of hepatitis B, syphilis, risk fac- 
tors for non-A, non-B hepatitis, 
the HIV and HTLV-I antibodies 
and tested for atypical anti 
bodies 

Because whole blood is 
separated into parts including 
red blood cells, white blood 
cells, platelets and plasma, you 
een eawe wh tn foerr liwee earh 
time you donate,"’ Mrs. Bender 
said

Local Woman Jailed On $200,000 
Bond After Husband’s Body Found 


An Oakland woman 
held in the Garrett ( 
in lieu of $200,000 full « 
for the murder of her | 
nearly two years ago 

Juanita Irene Stinson, 56, was 
arrested by Maryland State 
Police last Friday following an 
extensive investigation which 
began in July of 1987. She was 
charged by the Garrett County 
State's Attorney's Office 

A body which has been iden 
tified as that of her husband 
Charles William Stinson, 3 
was found in a 2%-inch dee; 
grave behind the Stinson home 
on the Oakland-Deer Park Road 
approximately two hours after 
the woman's arrest. It had been 
cut up into seven pieces, with 
each piece placed in a separate 
garbage bag 

The body was taken to the 
State Medical Examiner's Of 
fice in Baltimore 
positive identification 
made. The cause of death was 
determined to be multiple gun 
shot according to 
James L. Sherbin, state's at 
torney for Garrett County 

Charles Stinson was first 
reported missing in July of 1987 
and had not been seen : 
May of that year. Until the body 
was found, Mrs. Stinson main 
tained that her husband was out 
of town on one of his frequent 
business trips. He reportedly in 
stalled well casings in gas 
wells, and was often out of town 
for months at a time 

At one point, Mrs. Stinson 
produced two letters that she 
said he had mailed to her from 
Africa. She told police that Stin- 
son had ‘‘just taken off'’, and 
that he was ‘overseas and 
didn’t want to be bothered’

To the Editor 

The hearing process is now 
complete in the Lucas vs. Gar- 
rett County Board of Education 
hearing for a school bus stop or 
extension. We are patiently 
waiting a decision by the State 
Board of Education 

We and the Board have filed 
memorandums in lieu of closing 
statements at the hearing 

The Board's statement is full 
of errors and ‘“misrepresen- 
tations.’’ One such ‘‘error”’ says 
that the speed limit on Rt. 38 is 
25 mph and that ‘crossing State 
Rt. 38 is done without danger 
from oncoming traffic because 
of excellent sight distance, low 
speed and little traffic " and 
that there has only been one 
traffic accident in or near Kitz- 
miller since 1984 

We're sure anyone of the 
citizens in Kitzmiller would tell 
you that the speed limit on Rt 
38 is 35 mph, speeding vehicles 
down 38 are frequent and we 
personally know of 10 accidents, 
whether reported to the State 
Roads or not, that have occur- 
red on Main Street or the inter- 
section of Main and Rt. 38 since 
1984. We are not quite sure why 
the Board chose the State High- 
way Administration to get their 
information and not the State or 
County Police. Perhaps they 
thought that everyone calls the 
State Highway Administration 
when they have an accident 

We thought it interesting to 
note that the Board's memoran- 
dum ended with this statement 

“Although it is an incon- 
venience for parents to require 
their children to walk to school 
or for parents to deliver their 
children to school, the standard 
set by Garrett County's rules 
and regulations should not be 
bent for these reasons. Fairness 
to all students and parents re- 
quires compliance with these 
standards and in this case that 
must be done.” 

The Board has, on many occa- 
sions, insinuated that we are 
trying to shirk our responsi- 
bilities as parents by asking for 
a bus stop as a “convenience.” 
Yet each time confronted with 
this allegation, it is denied. This 
closing statement is proof of 
their insinuations 

But the critical word in this 
but FAIRNESS 

FAIRNESS: Is it FAIR for 
only 207 students in the county 
to be required to walk while the 
other 4,823 are provided bus 
transportation’ 

Is it FAIR to transport high 
school students 2,600 feet to the 
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school while denying transpor- 
tation to elementary school stu- 
dents who must walk 5,247 feet? 

Is it FAIR to be worried about 
setting a precedent while ignor- 
ing reasonable safety concerns 

We ask you — what is FAIR 

Many people, including the 
Board members, feel that Kitz- 
miller is an ideal community 
for living, education, and trans- 
portation. This is not to say, 
however, that there are no 
hazards present in this com- 
munity 

It is rumored that, when (and 
if) we do have a bus for our chil- 
dren, that they will not be riding 
the bus that the other students 
ride, but that they will have to 
ride a bus that takes them to 
schoo! before 8 a.m. and brings 
them home after 4 p.m. We hope 
that Mr. Sines would not be so 
spiteful to do this 

Normally, you would expect 
the community and its leaders 
to come together in the face of 
clear and present danger to its 
smallest members who are just 
venturing out into a less than 
perfect world. While the com- 
munity of Kitzmiller has done 
just that, for some unknown 
reason, that continues to baffle 
and hurt us deeply, the Garrett 


County Board of Education 
refuses to 
Dr. Ryscavage, during his 


recent visit to Kitzmiller Ele- 
mentary to discuss the up 
coming referendum, stated that 
one of the things they want to do 
is add corridors to connect 
classes at Southern High School 
so the students won't have to be 
exposed to the weather. What is 
their reasoning for this, a costly 
project when they won't even 
provide bus transportation to 
keep elementary students from 
the same exposure” 

We would like to close by stat- 
ing that we are very much in 
favor of the proposed reno 
vations to the high schools. We 
support the Board fully in this 
matter. We only wish they were 
as supportive of our concerns

To the Editor 

I have been watching closely, 
as are most of the residents of 
the small community of Kite- 
miller, Maryland, the pro 
tracted, seemingly mean, petty 
and at times, devious deliber- 
ations of the Garrett County 
Board of Education, and its 
myopic transportation officer, 
as they denigrate, distort and 
deny the bonafide petition of 
concerned mothers fighting for 
the safety of their small chil- 
dren. There are seven in all, 
ranging from kindergarten 
through first and second 
grades, and one solitary third 
grader. For some reason, ur 
known to the residents and 
voters of the area, these elected 
and appuiiied Wlicia ; 
parently chosen to disregard 
the facts at issue here, and the 
very tender ages of the children 
involved. At a time when the 
Board and its superintendent of 
schools are attempting to im- 
pose a Bond Issue on the backs 
of the county taxpayers that in- 
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cludes hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to provide enclosed 
walkways between buildings to 
preclude middie and high 
school students having to walk 
three or four hundred feet out- 
doors in inclement weather, 
very small children are being 
told to walk a mile in all 
weather, despite the constant 
presence of serious safety 
hazards along their line of 
forced march 

As a concerned citizen of the 
community, whose children are 
grown and raising their own 
elsewhere, I have no ax to grind 
in this matter; however, I wish 
to state for the public record my 
complete and unequivocal sup- 
port of the mothers of Kitz- 
miller, in their up-hill battle 
agains entrenched bureaucratic 
favoritism and ‘good ol’ boy"’ 
politics replete with devious- 
ness a hint of cover-up 

In 58 years of wandering 
through ‘‘tis vale of dross and 
tears," I have lived as an adult 
in 13 different communities, 
covering six states and two 
foreign countries. Until this sad 
situation, 1 have never been 
ashamed of the elected at.d ap- 
pointed local officials of my 
community. I haven't always 
been happy with them, but until 
now I've tended to give them 
the benefit of the doubt for at 
least trying to do what very 
often is a thankless task. In this 
instance the shame is well de- 
served. The majority of the 
Board of Education, and its 
transportation officer, have 
used their petty interpretation 
of their own arbitrary rules, 
and their mean spirited disre- 
gard of obvious safety de- 
ficiencies to deny seven small 
children the safety and con- 
venience of a bus stop and 
transportation to school. 

I am outraged that a short- 
fall of 33 feet (approximately 
the length of one school bus), of 
the required 5,280 feet (one 
mile), is being used to deny 
seven small children a bus stop, 
despite the existence of three 
serious safety hazards, any one 
of which could reasonably be 
expected to warrant a relaxa- 
tion of the rules and a granting 
of a waiver; especially in view 
of the tender ages of the chil- 
dren involved, and the dubious 
quality of other waivers issued 
by the Board and its transpor- 
tation officer, Mr. Sines 
officially and unofficially 

Instead, the Board and its 
transportation officer have 
chosen a course of convoluted 
logic, denying that 1,192 feet of 
missing sidewalk alongside a 
river with a ten-foot precipitous 
drop to the rocks and water 
below, in the area of the missing 
sidewalk and at places less than 
six feet from the road, consti- 
tute a safety hazard. And, of 
course, the crossing of a state 
highway on their way to school, 
is something pre-school, first 
and second graders do all the 
time. Such thinking borders on 
criminal neglect! 

AS I write this, the Board, 
through their lawyer, is in the 
process of rewriting history as 
it relates to the facts in this case 
that took two courageous 
mothers all the way to Balti- 
more and a hearing at the State 
Board of Education in their ef- 
fort to get information from the 
local Board that by all rules of 
logic should have been in the 
public domain in the first place 
The revised version of history 
now stipulates that it was avail- 
able to them all along, but not at 
public expense; they would 
have to ferret out the infor- 
mation themselves. Mr 
Burnett, the Board's lawyer, 
presented his revision during 
the hearing in Baltimore on 
March 16, 1989, apparently 
unaware the mothers had 
offered to do just that many 
months earlier, and were flatly 
denied that opportunity by the 
Board. That denial lead directly 
to the request by the mothers 
for an impartial hearing in 
Baltimore, during which the 
valiant mothers represented 
themselves against the re-

According to Kent Gandee of 
Gandee and Partners, Inc., the 
architects for the completed 
Northern High School and the 
proposed Southern High School 
projects, the lifespan of the high 
schools is 40 years with normal 
maintenance. It is expected 
that the bond debt would be 
repaid in one-half of that life- 
span, or 20 years. At an interest 
rate of 7.11 percent, payment on 
the principal and interest would 
be $679,000 to $685,000 per year 
for 20 years to repay $7 million. 

The Maryland Department of 
Assessment and Taxation for 
Garrett County reports an 
assessable base of $450,455,793 
for 1989-90. It would require 
approximately .152 percent of 
this assessable base to cover 
the annual payment. That 
figure, (.152 percent) is also the 
expected tax increase for each 
taxpayer to share the cost of a 
$7 million investment. As the 
assessable base increases, the 
percentage will decrease 

‘Taxpayers can calculate the 
approximate increase in their 
tax bill by multiplying the 
assessed value, not the market 
value, of their property by .152 
percent or .00152,"" the Commit- 
tee spokesrnan said. ‘‘If a par- 
cel of real estate is assessed at 
$10,000 (market value of 
$23,364), the tax increase will be 
$15.20; if a parcel of real estate 
is assessed at $50,000 (market 
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value of $116,822 the tax 
increase will be $76.00 (See Gar 
rett Referendum Fact 
Committee ad on page A-15 
inside for further calculations) 

The Assessment office has 
reviewed its records and 
determined that the average 


assessed value of a residential 
property with improvements 
that is not on Deep Creek Lake 
is $17,775 (market value of 
$41,530). The tax increase for 
this property would be $27.02

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Elsie Sincell To Begin 9ist Year; 
Has No Plans For Retirement

She works four 
and walks to work on the nice 
days. She has done many dif 
ferent jobs and seen quite a few 
changes at her place of 
employment 

This may sound like a typical 
scenario for many people, 
except for one thing. The lady in 
question will celebrate her 90th 
birthday this Saturday, April 
2 

Elsie Louise Hanst Sincell, 
who has lived in Oakland since 
1920 when she married Donald 
R. “Mose” Sincell, has worked 
at The Republican Newspaper 
for nearly 60 years and has no 
intention of retiring now 

“I don't think much about 
quitting. I just take it day by 
day. Working helps me to keep 
an open mind. I'm meeting new 
friends and I'm still learning," 
she said 

After marrying into the 
family that had operated the 
local newspaper and publishing 
company 1890, Elsie 
began her career in the 
business on a part-time basis in 
the 1920s and assumed a full- 
time position in 1943 when her 
son, Robert, graduated from 
high school. She still works 
nearly four full days each week 
as the proofreader for The 
Republican, walking to work on 
most days and climbing the 
many stairs of The Republican 
office often several times each 
day

since 


I've done many things at the 
office; whatever needed doing, 
I've probably done it,” Elsie 
said. ‘‘We used to have to do a 
lot of things by hand: we called 
it ‘idiot’s delight." We had to 
stuff the papers by hand as well 
as fold them by hand. I used to 
set type on the linotype machine 
as well.” 

She served as the front-office 
manager for several years, 
where she handled everything 
from bookkeeping to billing to 
subscriptions to taking 
classified ads. 

Born April 29, 1899, in Phila- 
delphia, Elsie was the only 
daughter of the seven children 
of Henry and Rose Faber 
Hanst. When she was six years 
old, the family moved to King- 
wood, W.Va., where her father 
managed the West Virginia 
Northern Railroad 

She was graduated from 
Kingwood High School in 1917 
and went on to attend the Mary- 
land College for Women in 
Lutherville. In 1918, Elsie’s 
family moved back to Phila- 
delphia, residing there until 
1920 when they moved to 
Oakland 

Elsie met her future husband 
when she was just a little girl. 
While attending a kindergarten 
class at the Presbyterian 
Church in Kingwood with her 
brother, Charles, one Sunday, 
she was quickly noticed by the 
young man seated next to 
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11 a.m. - 8 p.m. 
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Charles "Who's that little 
girl?” Donald Sincell asked 
Charles, who informed him she 
was his sister. Apparently it 
was love at first sight, because 
Donald, better known as Mose, 
said he would be “‘over to play” 
after Sunday school was over 
Mose and Elsie were married 
October 16, 1921. The wedding 
day was the same as her 
parents’ and his parents’ anni- 
versary, and happened to be the 
birthday of the presiding 
minister. Their son, Robert, 
would be married to Hannah 
Grace Wagoner, of Springfield, 
W.Va., on the same day in 1948 
The two moved into a house in 
Oakland, where Elsie has lived 
ever since. They also had a 
daughter, Eleanor, who 
married Robert J. Hesen, now 
deceased. Eleanor, a retired 
teacher, resides in Hampstead. 
After being together for 
nearly 56 years, Mose died in 
1979. Although she still ‘misses 
him terribly,"’ she says she 
receives great joy in life from 


her son and daughter, her seven 
grandchildren, and her “even 
dozen" great-grandchildren 

“My family is very sup 
portive. I would be lost without 
them,"’ said Elsie. 

Elsie’s involvement in 
numerous community and 
church-related activities over 
the years has no doubt also 
played a significant role in her 
ability to stay young. She is a

The Garrett County Business and Professional 
Women’s Club was chartered in 1939 under the 
leadership of President Rose Gisriel and 21 other 
charter members. Among these were Kathryn 
Helbig, Alverta Dillon, Ann Dilgard and Gladys 
‘“‘Happy”’ Nordeck. One of the club’s first objectives 
was to help women be eligible for jury duty. 

During the early 40s members rolled bandages 
and packed kits for the Red Cross, collected books 
for men in the armed services and sponsored parties 
for underprivileged children. 

During the 50s objectives shifted toward com- 
munity projects. Sizable donations were made to the 
Garrett County Memorial Hospital building project, 
the proposed Ruth Enlow Library, the Garrett 
County Historical Society for the museum, and a 
commitment for the upkeep of the hospital grounds. 
Busy members also sponsored the Garrett County 
Summer Playhouse, contributed to the annual Oak- 
land community Christmas treat, and participated 
in charity drives. In between, they found time to host 
the 1954 state BPW convention. 

More visibility was forthcoming in the 60s as 
members began attending more state functions. In 
1966 Phyllis Trickett was elected state president of 
the BPW, while Mildred Wucik assumed the state 
corresponding secretary duties. Local emphasis was 
geared toward youth programs, projects and 
activities. With both time and money, members sup- 
ported Girl and Boy Scouts, the volunteer Candy- 
striper program at Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital, the state's only Nike club to recognize out- 
standing scholastic achievement, youth 
conferences, and scholarships to female high school 


graduates. Eligible girls and boys were given 


~~ 


Autumn Glory booth workers 
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financial support to attend Girls’ and Boys’ State 
programs. All these activities led to many plays, 
minstrels and variety shows to help provide needed 
funds 

ERA all the way was the cry of the 70s as BPW 
objectives changed on the state and national levels. 
Legislation started to become one of the focus 
issues, and that trend continues today. In 1970, 
Mildred Wucik was elected state president. Scholar- 
ships for mature women who wish to further their 
education took prominence, as did Woman of the 
Year recognition of BPW club members who were 
doing an outstanding job in the club, church, work- 
place and community. Employers who were respon- 
sive to women were also recognized in the latter part 
of that decade. Individual development classes were 
instituted to help women gain confidence in public 
speaking, and able young women were recognized in 
the Young Career Woman Program. 

The 80s have brought the most sweeping 
changes nationally, on the state level, and thus on 
the local level. BPW is now encouraging women to 
work toward equal education, more women in 
politics, political candidate responsiveness to club 
goals; reproductive freedom, employer responsive- 
ness, comparable worth, pay equity, ERA, and 
shortening the wage gap between the genders. A 
political action community is very active in sup- 
porting candidates who embrace these goals for 
women, along with child care, insurance and social 
security changes which are needed for real equality. 

Over the years, voter registration, a monument 
at the courthouse, community parades, the com- 
munity feud, National Business Women’s Week, food 
booths at the county fair and Autumn Glory, scholar- 
ships for women, picnics, teas, award presentations, 
trophy sponsorships, attendance at state and 
national BPW functions, and many other activities 
have brought public awareness of the club and its 
members. The state convention will be heid again in 
this county in 1990. 

We would like to thank everyone for past sup- 
port, and hope that the next 50 years will be as chal- 
lenging, heartwarming, and personally fulfilling as 
the first 50.

Legumes include all dried beans, tofu, lentils, and 
dried peas. They provide protein, fiber, complex 
carbohydrates, iron, magnesium, zinc, calcium and 
lots of vitamins. They contain virtually no fat. 


CHILI BEAN SALAD 

1 can (15 oz.) kidney beans 
1 can (15 oz.) pinto beans 
1 can (15 oz.) garbanzo beans 
1 can (15 oz.) whole kernel corn 
42 cup green onions, chopped 
\% cup parsley, chopped 
1 cup celery, sliced 
1 can (4 oz.) green chilies, sliced 
Dressing: 
2 tablespoons oil 
% cup vinegar 
1-2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 teaspoon chili powder

LENTILS OLE!

1 cup lentils

‘2 cup chopped green pepper 
1 8 oz. can tomato sauce 
1 tablespoon red wine vinegar

In a large saucepan, heat water and lentils to 
boiling. Reduce heat to medium-low, cover and 
simmer for 25-30 minutes, until lentils are tender but 
not mushy. Set aside. In medium skillet, heat oil, add 
garlic, cumin, chili powder, onions and green pepper, 
stir-fry for about 2 minutes, until vegetables are 
tender-crisp. Stir in tomato sauce, vinegar and 
molasses, simmer together for 1 minute.

FRUIT 

Fruits are juicy, vitamin-packed and temptingly 
sweet. They make ideal desserts as is or when used in 
simple recipes. They are rich in fiber, natural sugar, 
vitamins A and C, and iron. Most fruits contain no fat 
(with the exception of avocados and olives) and 
provide needed carbohydrates. Many fruits also 
contribute potassium to the diet. They are better 
unpeeled than peeled, and in their natural state 
rather than in juices. 


DOUBLE FRUIT PARFAITS 

2%. cups fresh pineapple cubes 
2 kiwi fruit, peeled, sliced 
1 cup fresh strawberry halves 
1 banana 
‘2 cup orange juice 

In a large bowl, combine pineapple, kiwi and 
strawberries. In blender or food processor, combine 
banana and orange juice, process until smooth. Pour 
banana mixture over fruit, mix gently. Cover, chill 
several hours to blend flavors. To serve, spoon fruit 
into parfait or other stemmed glasses. Yield: 6 
servings. 


STRAWBERRY-BANANA FREEZE 

1 cup frozen whole unsweetened strawberries 
2 small ripe bananas 
‘2 cup evaporated skim milk 
'2 teaspoon vanilla 

Peel bananas, wrap in plastic wrap and freeze 
until firm. Cut bananas in chunks, combine bananas, 
milk and vanilla in blender or food processor. Cover 
and blend until smooth. With blender running slowly, 
add the frozen strawberries a few at a time, saving 
four for garnish, blend until smooth. Serve at once 
garnished with reserved berries. Yield: 4 servings. 


PEACHES WITH RASPBERRY-YOGURT SAUCE 
4 fresh ripe peaches 
Raspberry-Yogurt Sauce: 
1 cup frozen unsweetened raspberries 
% cup plain low-fat yogurt 
1 tablespoon granulated sugar or honey 
Garnish: 
Fresh raspberries or mint 

Peel peaches and slice. For sauce: In food 
processor or blender, process raspberries, yogurt and 
sugar until smooth. Refrigerate until needed. Spoon 
peaches into individual dishes and spoon sauce over 
peaches. Or spread sauce on plates and arrange 
peaches on top. Garnish with fresh raspberries and 
mint.

Yq cup low fat yogurt

3 cups frozen fruit cut in chunks 
1-3 teaspoons sugar 
1-2 teaspoons lemon or lime juice 

Place yogurt, egg whites, and juice in food 
processor, blend briefly. With processor running, 
gradually add frozen fruit until sorbet is formed (2-3 
minutes). Yield: 6 servings. 


POULTRY 

Chicken and turkey are high in protein and low in 
fat. The white meat is lower in fat than the dark meat. 
When cooking poultry, remove the skin and all visible 
fat. Bake, roast, poach, microwave instead of frying. 
Be sure to drain well. Saute or stir-fry in a non-stick 
pan with no stick cooking spray in place of added fat. 
Fry small chunks quickly and with other ingredients. 
Small broilers and fryers have less fat, stewing hens 
more. Duck and goose have much higher fat content. 


ORIENTAL CHICKEN 
6 chicken thighs 
M%, cup dry sherry 
% cup low salt soy sauce 
% teaspoon of chinese 5 spice powder or “4 teaspoon 
all spice 

Remove skin and trim fat from chicken thighs. 
Mix marinade ingredients. Pour marinade over 
chicken and bake covered at 350 degrees for 1% 
hours. Turn pieces occasionally. Drain and serve over 
brown rice. Yield: 3 servings. 


CHICKEN DIJON 

6 boneless chicken breasts 
Fresh ground pepper 
Yq cup Dijon mustard 
‘4 cup plain low fat yogurt 
% cup fine fresh whole wheat bread crumbs 
1 teaspoon thyme 
4 teaspoon pepper 

Remove skin from chicken. Pepper chicken. Mix 
mustard and yogurt. Separately, mix bread crumbs, 
thyme and pepper. Place chicken on lightly no stick 
sprayed cookie sheet. Bake at 350 degrees for 30-35 
minutes until golden brown and meat is no longer 
pink. Yield: 6 servings. 


RICE 
Rice is rich in carbohydrates, low in fat and, 
particularly if brown or whole grain, high in fiber. 
Rice can be served under meats or vegetables, as side 
dishes, mixed with casseroles, or served cold with 
leftover fruits or vegetables. 


FRUITED RICE MOLD 

1 teaspoon unflavored gelatin 
% cup pear juice, from canned pears 
% cup pears canned, packed in water or fruit juice 
1 banana 
% cup low-fat plain yogurt 
% teaspoon vanilla 
% teaspoon almond extract 
1 cup brown rice, cooked 

In a small saucepan, heat gelatin and pear juice. 
Pour into blender, adding pears, banana, yogurt, 
vanilla, and almond extract. Blend until creamy. Add 
cooked rice and mix thoroughly with a spoon. Pour 
mixture into a bowl or fancy mold. Refrigerate at 
least 3 hours, then serve. Garnish with sliced banana 
or strawberries, if desired. Yield: 6 servings.

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2 cups long grain white rice

1 (19 oz.) box frozen spinach

SALADS 
Salads have come of age for lunch, dinner, even 
leftover for breakfast. Both fruit and vegetable salads 
are high in fiber, low in fat and rich in Vitamins A and 
C. They can contain seafood, meat, or poultry to serve 
as a main dish for dinner. 


GARDEN SLAW VINAGRETTE 

3 cups shredded cabbage 
1 cup grated carrot 
%5 cup chopped green pepper 
1 teaspoon minced onion 
1 teaspoon Dijon mustard 
% cup vinegar 
2 teaspoons sugar 
% teaspoon celery seed 
1/8 teaspoon salt 

Mix vegetables. Blend together mustard, 
vinegar, sugar and seasonings. Pour over vegetables 
and mix well. Refrigerate. Yield: 8 servings. 


APRICOT-FRUIT SALAD 
1 12 oz. can apricot nectar 
i envelope unflavored gelatin 
1 15% oz. can unsweetened crushed pineapple, 
undrained 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1 16 oz. can unsweetened apricot halves, well 
drained, chopped 

1 banana, chopped 

Spray 4-cup mold with vegetable cooking spray. 
In small saucepan, combine apricot nectar and 
gelatin. Let stand for 1 minute to soften. Cook over 
medium heat for 1 mintue until gelatin dissolves. 
Drain pineapple, reserve ‘2 cup juice. Stir % cup 
juice and lemon juice into apricot mixture. Chill until 
consistency of unbeaten egg whites. Add pineapple, 
apricots, and banana to gelatin mixture, stirring 
gently. Spoon mixture into mold. Chill overnight. 
Turn out onto leaf lettuce and garnish with mandarin 
oranges and banana slices dipped in lemon juice. 
Yield: 8 servings. 


SEAFOOD 

Fish and shellfish are a wise choice among 
animal protein foods because they are quite low in fat. 
They are an excellent source of protein, vitamins and 
minerals. Be sure to bake, broil or poach fish rather 
than breading and frying. Use herbs and spices to 
season rather than the usual butter or oil. Some low- 
fat suggestions for seafood are: baked or poached 
white flesh fish, without added margarine or butter, 
broiled or steamed shrimp, tuna packed in water, raw 
oysters, pink salmon, crab, flounder and cuttlefish, 
scallops and abalone. Of the new varieties of fish now 
available pollack (Boston bluefish), squid 
(calamari), monkfish, and blue mussels are all low 
in fat and calories. 


SCALLOP-VEGETABLE SAUTE 

% cup dry white wine 
1 cup mushrooms, thinly sliced 
% cup chopped green pepper 
1 medium tomato, seeded/chopped 
1 Ib. scallops 
1 teaspoon dill weed 
2 tablespoons green onion, chopped 

Spray a large saucepan with no-stick cooking 
spray. Heat over medium heat, then add wine and all 
vegetables except onion. Saute, stirring frequently 
until vegetables are tender but still crunchy, about 3-5 
minutes. Add scallops, dill, and green onion. Cook 
until scallop flesh turns opaque, about 5-10 minutes. 
Serve over brown rice. Yield: 4 servings. 


SHRIMP MORNAY 

1 cup water 
% cup dry white wine 
1 teaspoon instant chicken bouillon 
\% teaspoon dry mustard 
Pepper 
12 oz. medium shelled shrimp 
2 carrots, julienned 
% cup 1” long green onion slices 
% cup skim milk 
2 tablespoons cornstarch 
4 ozs. swiss cheese, shredded 
2 ozs. linguine 
1 cup frozen peas, thawed 

In a saucepan, combine water, wine, bouillon, dry 
mustard and pepper, bring to a boil. Add shrimp, 
carrots and onion. Return to boiling, cover and 
simmer for 1 minute. Remove shrimp and vegetables 
with a slotted spoon, set aside. Boil liquid, uncovered, 
for 5-10 minutes or until reduced to “ cup. Combine 
milk and cornstarch, add to liquid. Cook and stir until 
thickened and bubbly, cook for 2 minutes longer. Stir 
in cheese until melted. Remove from heat, cool. Cook 
linguine in boiling water until al dente, for about 5-7 
minutes, drain. Divide linguine among 4 shallow 
individual baking dishes. Combine shrimp, carrots, 
onion, sauce and peas, spoon mixture over linguine. 
Cover. Bake in 375° oven until mixture is hol, aboul 40 
minutes. Serve at once or cool, cover with foil and 
freeze. (To reheat, remove foil, cover with waxed 
paper, cook on medium heat in microwave for 5 
minutes, stirring once. Yield: 4

Proponents of ‘The Big Bang 
Theory" of the origin of the uni 
verse believe that the cosmos is 
still expanding from that first 
big bang of creation, the outer 
limits of the universe speeding 
away from us at an astronomical 
speed. It is as if the universe is 
coming apart, disintegrating 

Whether or not ‘*The Big Bang 
Theory"’ is accurate, many people 
also see much the same thing hap 
pening to our human society 
Technology, ideology, national 
ism and other forces seem to be 
constantly pulling our world 
further and further apart. Society, 
like the universe, appears to be 
disintegrating. Lots of the things 
that used to seem to hold it to 
gether no longer seem effective 
or even viable any more. The 
family, the church, the neighbor 
hood, the local school —none of 
these seem able to stop the process 
of disintegration 
THE PLAN BEVFALED 

This is hardly a new or novel 
concern. People have been worry 
ing about the disintegration of 
society for almost as long as there 
has been a society. Many times 
when people have assumed that

; wa ed, we have 
discovered that the patterr 
of dissipation there also the 
seeds of some new cohe n 
When the Jews were carried into 
the Babylonian captivity, they

In Ephesians, Paul sets forth 
a different view of the world. Re 
gardiess of what the world may 
be doing astronomically, it is not 
‘coming apart’’ because God has 
created it with a plan and purpose 
that is totally different from that 
People have long wondered what 
is God's intention for his great 
creation, and, according to Paul, 
in Christ the mystery of God's 
will has been revealed once and 
for all. ‘‘For he has made known 
to us in all wisdom and insight 
the mystery of his will, accord 
ing to his purpose which he set 
forth in Christ as a plan for the 
fullness of time..."* (1:9,10) 


TO UNITE ALL THINGS 

On the micro-personal scale 
we interpret God's will as a plan 
to save us as persons: ‘in him we 
have redemption through his 
blood, the forgiveness of our 
trespasses, according to the riches 
of his grace..."’ (1:7). On the 
macro-universal scale, how 
ever, we see God's redemptive 
love working on a higher, more 
comprehensive level: ‘to unite 
all things in him, things in heaven 
and things on earth’’ (1:10). The 
mystery of God's will is no longer 
a mystery, for it is obvious that 
just as through Chiisi he unites 
us to himself, so his intention is 
to unite everything in his love 
and grace

Sky Busters, a monthly video 
update on the night sky and all 
its glory, is produced by Dr 
Bob Doyle, director of the FSU 
Planetarium, and a group of 
students dedicated to the 
project 

Currently, Sky 
distributed through 
Allegany County Board of Edu 
cation Instructional Media 
Center in Eckhart. However 
Doyle hopes the video will gain 
wider distribution, possibly to 
nearby school systems, as it 
continues to be improved 

Improving the video is one of 
the professor's main goals for 
the project he began two years 
ago. When the first Sky Busters 
was produced in early 1987, it 
was accomplished using just a 
series of posters and people 
However, now, the 
made using computer equip 
ment and of course, people 
Doyle estimated that it cur 
rently takes three computers 
and at least 100 computer 
screens to create the 30-minute 
video. In addition, before its 
video production, Sky Busters 
actually began as an audi 
presentation 

The program is incorporated 
as part of the regular FSI 
Planetarium show, which can 
be seen each Wednesday eve 
ning and Sunday 
from September through May 
The programs are open to the 
public and are free. April's pro- 
gram is on the ‘Springtime of 
the Universe” and will run 
through April 30 The 
Planetarium season wraps up 
with the final 
‘Music Beyond 
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May 3, 7, 10, 17 
through the end of the month 

New to this Sky 
Busters production is the addi 
origina! key 
board compositions written 
specifically for the video. Chuck 
McCormick, a senior physics 
computer science major 

Frostburg, and Brian 
freshman from 
Cockeysville, write and per- 
form the music. McCormick 
also is the announcer for the 
programs 

Sky Busters presents a month 
by month look at the sun, the 
moon, the planets and the stars 
Doyle cites the wrap-up Cosmic 
Quiz as one of the video's most 
important features. When he 
created the framework for Sky 
Busters, he felt it needed to 
include a “‘test’’ so the viewer 
could measure what he learned 
about the month's night sky 
Quiz is hosted each 
month by ‘“‘the enchanting 
Zorita"’ and helps the viewer 
figure out their ‘‘space rating 
wizard, master, etc. down to 
space chump.'' Tammy 
Wolford, a science major from 
Garrett County, has been ful- 
filling the role of Zorita for 
more than a year 

Other students who regularly 
appear in Sky Busters include 
Chris Chambers, a senior 
political science student from

Since February 1988, employ- 
ment opportunities increased 
by 50,200 jobs across the state, 
particularly in the services and

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Debate Begins In 
U.S. Senate For 
1990 Farm Bill 


Agriculture Secretary 
Clayton Yeutter kicked off the 
1900 farm bill debate with broad 
support of the “triple base” 
farm program concept, which is 
aimed at increasing planting 
flexibility and reducing govern- 
ment spending while retaining 
base acreage history 

“I happen to like that pro- 
posal conceptually,’ Yeutter 
told the Senate Agriculture 
Committee in the first official 
discussion of the next farm 
legislation. ‘‘One of our objec- 
tives should be to reduce the 
rigidity of our present pro- 
grams,'' Yeutter said 
“Farmers want and deserve 
more flexibility in what they 
plant and in the operation of 
their acreage reduction pro 
grams.” 

The secretary warned com- 
mittee members and a packed 
committee room that the flex- 
ible planting program has a 
downside and any decisions on 
full USDA support of a ‘triple 


base’ program would be based 
on a thorough examination by 
its commodities program 
division. That examination, 
however, cannot be completed 
until Richard Crowder is con- 
firmed to lead that division, 
Yeutter said. Crowder's 
confirmation is expected soon 

Under the ‘triple base"’ plan, 
deficiency payments and loans 
would apply only to a specific 
percentage of permitted acres 
The percentage set would be 
based on the needed level of 
budgetary savings 

A producer would have three 
categories of base acreage. The 
first category would be the per- 
mitted acres on which pay- 
ments are made. The second 
category would be permitted 
acres on which no payments are 
made. These acres could be 
planted to any program or non- 
program crop, including soy- 
beans. The producer would 
have the flexibility to decide 
which crop would be planted 
The third category of acreage 
would be the idled or set aside 

An important feature of the 
program is that the producer 
would maintain his crop-base 
history. Another important fea- 
ture is that the producer could

A downside to the program is 
that it allows program crop pro- 
ducers to switch acreage to non-

The “triple base’’ idea was 
first introduced by Rep. Charles 
Stenholm (D-Texas) during the 
1985 farm bill debate. The idea 
received little support at that 
time. The concept is now, how- 
ever, gaining in popularity pri- 
marily because of budget pres- 
sures. It is estimated the plan 
could have the same budgetary 
savings as a five percent reduc- 
tion in target prices 

There is the possibility that 
support for the ‘‘triple base"’ 
concept may grow fast enough 
to affect the 1990 farm pro- 
grams. A USDA analysis of 
‘triple base'’ estimated 
approximately $800 million in 
Commodity Credit Corp. spend- 
ing could be saved under the 
program. The analysis was 
based on limiting deficiency 
payments to 8 percent of per- 
mitted acreage 

The deficit reduction package 
agreed to by the White House 
and congressional leaders calls 
for a $600 million cut in farm 
spending for 1990. Some see the 
“triple base"’ plan as a means 
of meeting that target

Phytophthora Root Rot in Alfalfa 

This is the worst year I have seen in some time for root rot in 
Alfalfa. I have been in several fields that lost more than 50%, of 
the Alfalfa plants. Many of these fields appeared in excellent 
condition heading into the winter. Phytophthora root rot is easy to 
recognize. Pull up one of the plants. Root rot will remove the end 
of the tap root and start working its way back up the root. Also in 
most cases the hair roots will be absent. What can you do”? About 
the only thing you can do is to plant Alfalfa varieties that have 
resistance to Phytophthora Root Rot. The fungus is soil borne and 
there is no practical treatment 

How Many Alfalfa Plants Are Enough? 

Alfalfa is generally sown at the 15 to 18 lbs. per acre rate 
which will initially provide 75 to 90 seedings per sq. ft. However, 
about 40%, of these seedings survive the first two months and 
about 50%, of these plants will survive to harvest tirme. A good rule 
of thumb to use is as follows 

*Plants per sq. ft. first year, 11 to 18 

*Plants per sq. ft. 2nd and succeeding years, 7 to 8 

Lead Poisoning in Farm Animals 

Lead poisoning is a very common cause of poisoning in farm 
animals. Cattle, sheep, and occasionally horses can be affected 
There is marked species susceptibility to lead. In general 
younger animals tend to be more susceptible to lead poisoning 
than older animals 

The sources of lead are abundant. Lead-containing paints are 
a common source. Lead in car batteries, solder, leaded windows 
and lead shot can also be potential sources. Automotive and 
certain mineral oils containing lead also seem attractive to young 
cattle. Linoleum, roofing felt, oil filters, and putty also contain 
lead. Boiled linseed oil used accidently as a laxative can also be 
considered a source of lead. Recently sprayed crops (lead 
parasiticide sprays) can cause serious losses in cattle grazing 
these areas. Farm animals near smelters or major highways are 
also at risk due to contamination of pastures with airborne lead 
particles 

Lead poisoning is not 
Maryland. It would seem that cattle moved to pasture in the 
Spring have a tendency to investigate any trash in the pasture at 
that time. This curiosity on the part of cattle may explain the mild 
increase in the seasonal incidence of lead toxicity cases

Herbicides Poast and Fuselade 
2,000 Label Update 

During 1988 spring and summer numerous new registered use 
for Poast and Fuselade 2,000 were issued for vegetables and smal! 
fruits. These two herbicides do a good job on controlling grasses 
Remember that oil concentrate or surfactant should be added as 
labeled. The following crops have received approval: asparagus 
broccoli, brussels sprouts, cabbage, carrots, cantaloupe 
cauliflower, celery, cucumbers, eggplant, garlic, lettuce 
mustard greens, onions, peppers, potatoes, pumpkins, raspberry, 
rhubarb, spinach, squash, strawberry, tomato and watermelon 
Make sure you follow directions on label and check the limits on 
days to harvest 

Pursuit on Beans 

Pursuit has been registered for use on snap beans, lima beans 
and green peas for weed control for the 1989 season. A single 
application (preplant incorporated or preemergence) at a rate of 
2 or 3 fluit oz/acre for lima or snap beans and a rate of 2 fluid oz/A 
for green peas. The pre-harvest interval of 60 days for lima beans 
and 40 days for snap beans and green peas 

Weed Control in Strawberries 

Poast will be useful to control volunteer grain from straw 
mulches. After harvest Sinbar at 4 to 6 oz/A should be applied for 
broadleaf control during the summer. Devrinol should not be 
applied after harvest. Research has shown that Sinbar at 1.5 0z/A 
can be applied anytime during the summer for effective control of 
small weeds as an alternative for Tenoran, which is

By Pres. Bush 


Farmers participating in 1989 
farm programs will be eligibie 
for an additional 10 percent in 
advance deficiency payments, 
President George Bush an- 
nounced last week 

“We are announcing addi- 
tional advanced deficiency pay- 
ments for farmers who sign up 
for the 1989 wheat, feed grain, 
rice and upland cotton pro 
grams,” Bush said. ‘This will 
mean an additional 10 percent 
of projected deficiency pay- 
ments, or a total of about $850 
million for American farmers." 
According to Bush, the an- 
nouncement was made ‘‘to help 
America's farmers after last 
summer's drought."’ 

The president and Agri- 
culture Secretary Clayton 
Yeutter made the announce- 
ment during the first live USDA 
telephone news conference 
between a president and U.S 
farm broadcasters 

When asked about more aid 
assistance, Bush said, ‘'l 
wouldn't say this will be all that 
can be done"’ for producers who 
have lost crops to the drought 
“I do think that because 
farmers are still experiencing 
these dry conditions in the 
Midwest and in other parts of 
the nation that this program 
will help, he added 

Earlier this month, Yeutter 
toured three drought-affected 
Kansas farms. Accompanying 
Yeutter were Kansas Senators 
Robert Dole and Nancy 
Kassebaum, Rep. Pat Roberts, 
Gov. Mike Hayden and state 
Agriculture Secretary Sam 
Brownback 

The announcement, however, 
did not come as much of a sur- 
prise. The increase in the 
advance deficiency payments

means a shift in federal spend 
ing of $850 million from the 1990 
fiscal year to 1989. This means a 
reduction in 1990 spending and, 
therefore, a budgetary savings 
for next year. The savings will 
make meeting the Gramm- 
Rudman-Hollings deficit target 
$850 million easier 

The additional advance defic- 
iency payments will be avail- 
able to eligible producers of 
wheat, feed grains, rice and 
upland cotton. This brings 
available advance payments up 
to 50 percent for wheat and feed 
grains, and up to 40 percent for 
rice and upland cotton. 

The additional payments will 
be issued after May 15 in the 
form of commodity certificates. 
Under the 1989 farm program 
signup, which ended April 14, 
wheat and feed grain producers 
were allowed to request 40 per- 
cent of their projected defic- 
iency payments; upland cotton 
and rice producers were 
allowed to request 30 percent 
For these requests, an esti- 
mated $3.13 billion in advance 
payments will be paid in cash. 
Only those producers who 
requested advance payments 


under the 1989 signup are 
eligible for the additional 
advance 


During the news conference, 
Bush also announced the crea- 
tion of a ‘“‘top-level’’ working 
group aimed at better use of 
federal resources for rural 
development The group will be 
chaired by Yeutter and will 
report to the White House Eco- 
nomic Policy Council. It also 
will include representatives 
from the departments of 
Treasury, Commerce, Labor, 
Health and Human Services, 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, Transportation, and Edu- 
cation.

“A Department of Agricul- 
ture study said this alternative 
use for corn adds between seven 
and 14 cerits a bushel to the 
price a farmer receives for his 
crop,”’ Kleckner said 

In a letter to Roger Smith, 
General Motors chairman, 
Kleckner said, “This is an 
extremely positive step that 
will enhance the nation's 
environment and national 
security. We appreciate the

SCS Offers Keys 
To No-Till Success 
in Drought Situation 


“No-till offers many benefits 
but it can’t cover mistakes, a 
lesson some farmers learned 
last year. Those who farmed by 
the book saw a payoff at har- 
vest,"’ says Dave Schertz, 
national agronomist for the Soil 
Conservation Service (SCS) 

SCS officials are encouraged 
by 1988 no-till results that have 
been analyzed around the 
country. “When some rain 
finally came last summer, no- 
till crops did the best job of con- 
serving and utilizing moisture. 
No-till corn and soybean yields 
were often 30 percent higher 
than conventional till,” Schertz 
reports 

Schertz says that under 
extreme conditions there are 
problems for any system and 
mistakes magnify these prob- 
lems when it's dry. “If you 
haven't yet done so, now's a 
good time to review last year’s 
results and recheck manage- 
ment practices that ensure no- 
till success, especially weed 
control,”’ he advises 


He adds that growers should 
not make decisions based solely 


on 1988 experiences. ‘Some 
experts called it the worst 
drought in 50 years, while 


others said it was the worst ever 
recorded,” he said. Schertz also 
says that reports from the field 
indicate farmers who no-tilled 
for the first time last season are 
talking about planting deeper 
He suggests watching weather 
forecasts and making decisions 
accordingly 

“If in doubt, seek advice from 
local, university extension 
specialists or other no-till 
experts. Or, talk to farmers 
with several years of no-till 
experience,"’ he suggests. 
“Last year,"’ says Schertz, 
“experienced no-tillers gener- 
ally fared better than first- 
timers." 

Extreme heat in 1988 caused 
some problems that couldn't be 
corrected, such as “baking of 
the soil surface,"’ says the SCS 
agronomist. This could have 
been avoided by completely 
controlling vegetation that kept 
crops from fully using what 
little moisture was available, he 
says. 

Schertz also says some 
farmers waited too long before 
applying herbicides. They 
sprayed just before planting or 
prior to crop emergence. In a 
drought, seeding into cover 
crops or sod that's not 
completely burned down can be 
especially deadly 

On soils with poor water hold- 
ing capacity, moisture conser- 
vation is aided by using a burn- 
down herbicide about two to 
three weeks before planting 
Another weed control key is to 
spray whea weeds are young 
and growing actively - 
generally no more than six 
inches tall 

No-till experts constantly 
stress the importance of using a 
burndown herbicide in addition 
to residual herbicides. Failure 
to follow that advice is a mis- 
take that’s magnified by dry 
weather. A lack of rainfall to 
properly activate residual! com- 
pounds leads to weed problems 
and increased crop competition 
for limited moisture, Schertz 
reports. 

Prior to harvest there were 
reports the drought had hit no- 
till the hardest. According to 
Schertz, that observation 
changed dramatically when, at 
season's end, there were many 
reports of success. For in

Purdue University project tabu- 
lated net returns for 4] Indiana 
corn and soybean fields under 
various tillage systems, and the 
most profitable field was no-till 
soybeans, which averaged 











nearly 33 bushels and 
$259 an acre 

When weeds were properly 
controlled and crops were well 
managed, Schertz says late 
season rains sparked a strong 
surge for no-till. ‘The majority 
of our reports were favorable 
In a nutshell, no-till fared 
especially well and did much 
better at the end of the season 
than previously thought,” he 
concludes
